THE SHOOTING. 

The crowd were standing on the Cahokia 
bridge jeering at the guards, when without 
apparent provocation they leveled their Win- 
chesters and fired two volleys.No command was 
given that could be heard among be rod. 
-Saecrewd immediately seperated, 
ning m all directions, ana the deputies ran 
over Cahokia bridge toward the big bridge 
approach, still holding their W inchesters, and 
firing to cover their retreat. When it was 
known by the strikers that the guards 
had fied the former returned to pick up 
the dead. ‘They found Pat Driscoll and Oscar 
Washington lying on Cahokia Bridge. They 
were dead when found. John Bohman was also 
found on the bridge but showed signs of life. 
He was taken to the L. X N. switch-house and 
died in a few moments. Mrs. Pfeifer 
was found lying on the track about 100 yards 
from Cahokia bridge, and was carried by her 
husband toadrug store on Broadway near 
the crossing. He cried to her as he staggered 
along with her bieeding body in 
his arms, Don't die!’’ in pitiful accente. 
Maj. Rychman was taken into the Green Tree 
Hotel and a number of physicians were soon 
on the scene attending to the wounded. 
Where the crowd was running up the 
streets, away from the shooting. Excited 
members shouted, ‘‘To arms! to arms!’’ 
We will get guns and return that 
Are. Women and children ran out of houses 
and met them on the streets weeping and 
wringing their hands. After the crowd re- 
turned to the scene and the excitement had 
abated several leading men ot the 
strikers while standing over the 
bodies of Washington and Driscoll 
drew their pistolsand sworeto avenge their 
deaths even at the sacrifice of their own lives. 
The crowd began immedately to procure arms. 

ESCAPING TO Sr. LOUIS. 

From the scene at Cahokia Creek the depu- 
ties, panic-stricken, rushed for the bridge, 
with a view of escaping to 
this city. At the approach, and just at the 
bridge tower on the east side, the four deputies 
who had done the shooting with some 
six or seven others, were met by 
Mayor Joyce, City Clerk Canty and a third 
man who seized the deputies’ guns and en- 
deavored to turn them back. One of the 
deputies in his terror fired upon the trio 
KILLING THE UNKNOWN MAN 
who stood between Joyce and Canty. Some 
shots were fired by the remaining deputies at 
the approaching strikers and all started over 
the bridge on a dead run. 

ä A WILD SCENE. 
The scene on tne bridge was one 
of wildest confusion and excite- 
ment. Coal teams loaded and 
other teams with wagons were gallop- 


‘ing westward and shouting to all 


pedestrians and teamsters to turn 
back. Women and men on foot were 
running toward the city and waving back all 
they met, while immediately behind came the 
deputies pursued by the vanguard of the 
crowd from East St. Louis. One of the 
frightened guards threw his gun into the 
river, while another hid his weapon in the 
oad: of astake wagon that was in full retreat.

A Force Men From Moberly—Business

GLADSTONE’S SPEECH AND INTRODUCTION 
or THE HOME-RULE MEASURE. 


How the Premier Held the House of Com- 
mons SpelJbound—An Historic Occasion— 
The Debate To-Day—Programme of the 
Conservatives—Foreign News. 


Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 

LONDON, April 9.—The speech yesterday is not 
to be regarded by those who have often heard 
Gladstone as one of his greatest efforts of 
oratory. Many times in his life, several times 
even lately, has he surpassed it by far in all 
that goes tomake up oratory, pure and sim- 
ple, in balanced phrases, marshaled periods, 
glowing rhetoric, burning denunciation and 
ferventappeal, but as a masterpiece of econom- 
fo analysis and exposition it has not often 


been equaled. 
ONE AFTER ANOTHER 


of the provisions of the new bill were unrolled 
and received their proper significance. Those 
which needed subsequent provisions for their 
explanation were kept back for awhile. Skel- 
eton outlines were held suspended in 


sight all the time. Gradually the 
covering of detail was wrapped 
around them, qualifying clauses added, 


conditions detached and replaced, figures dis- 
covered and grouped, percentages and pro- 
portions estimated, balances struck, conclu- 
sions emphasized and refutations challenged. 
Still, in all its multifarious detail, the argu- 
ment moved forward as smoothly as a ship 
upon a stream. To ninety-nine out of a hun- 
dred of his hearers it was an exhausting mental 
effort to follow Gladstone at all. 
TO HIMSELF 

it was intellectual play. Long after the major- 
ity of the House had given up the attempt in 
despair and were simply listening with open 
mouths and sprawling limbs, the great old 
man was sailing away with his one, two, 
firet and second provision, condition and pro- 
viso as alert and self-possessed as when filling 


in the answers which won bim his double first 


fifty-five years ago at Oxford. 
THE INTRODUCTORY SENTENCES 
were admirable but especially the last few 
minutes of the peroration were highly im- 
pressive, partly from his fatigue, partly from 
the strength of his feeling. Gladstone's voice 
was several notes lower than it usually is. 
There was a touching tremor init. These few 
minutes of oratory hushed the House which ap- 
preciated every syllable incomplete silence as 
the last admirably chosen words fell from the 
speaker’s lips. He will be remembered in 
connection with this historic occasion by his 
attitude. At that moment one never ceases to 
admire the uplifted head and bell-like voice. 
HIS WORDS WERB: 

‘‘Task that we should apply to Ireland that 
happy experience which we have gained in 
England and in Scotland, where the course of 
generations has now taught us, not as adream 
or theory. butas practice, as life,that the best 
and surest foundation we can find to build upon 
isthe foundation afforded bythe affections, 
convictions, and will of the Nation, and is thus 
by decree of the Almighty, far more than by 
any other endeavor, that we may be enabled 
to secure at once the social peace, fame, power 
and permanence of the Empire.’’ 

Three minutes after Gladstone ceased there 
were not twenty people left in the house. 

GLADSTONE, 
tucking his red despatch box under his arm 
and taking his bottles of tonic, one in each 
hand, left also and went home. After Glad- 
stone a number of nobodies spoke for 


two hours. Trevelyan rose at ten and 
spoke twenty minutes. Never a good 
speaker, last night he was nervous, 


hesitating and altogether too dull for a tired 
house. After expressing the extreme com- 
punction and regret with which he left the 
government, 

HE SAID: 

do not know whether I chose the better 
part, but of this lam certain—that I chose the 
most unpleasant one. I did my best 
according to my lightto prevent one of the 
great parties of the State from doing what I 
cannot but regard as neither for the credit nor 
welfare of the country.’’ He spoke with such 
detail that the Speaker called him to 
order for irrelevancy. When the Irish 
members laughed at him he said with a 
smile: ‘‘lam glad of that situation. It re- 
minds me of old days. 

He concluded with an appeak not to do at 
the greatest crisis that ever occurred in the 
history of the country from merited love and 
reverence for a great man that which they 
could never redress or amend. 

PARNELL FOLLOWED, 
but I hardly remember him speaking so badly. 
Hie was fidgety, as it making a maiden speech; 
could not find the right words, and was evi- 
dently embarrassed by the difficult task of 
combining a tribute to Gladstone 
expressive of gratitude for the bill, 
and a generally conciliatory tone with 
a strong disapproval of certain parts of 
the scheme. Heaccomplished the first part 
of the task by saying: To none of the sons of 
Ireland at any time has there been given the 
genius and talent of Gladstone,“ Thanking 
him for the energy and time which he had de- 
voted to this matter, he expressed the belief 
that the effect will be that the 
people of England will recognize as 
the result no less than the people of Ireland, 
thathe has been to them a national bene- 
factor. 
HB ACCOMPLISHED THE LATTER PART

— and sales everywhere are reported as 
aving been enormous. Country people went 
into the towns everywhere in the United King- 
dom and remained over night to hear the 
earliest and latest news from Parliament. 

The Liberal papers, the Aberdeen Press, the 
Glasgow Herald, the Belfast Whig and the 
Londonderry Standard all oppose the bill. The 
Leeds Mercury says it is ingenious, able and 
original. The Birmingham Post says it will 
not undertake to give a decision on the Dill. 
An examination of the measure is necessary 
before an opinion can be given. The Dub- 
lin Freeman’s Journal approves the scheme.

Assembly of the Knights of Labor, asking 
that no contract for city work be awarded to 
the Goodwin Gas Stove & Meter Company, be-

HOME RULE. 


Press and Public Comment on Gladstone’s 
Irish Scheme in New York. 

NEW YorK, April 9.—Mr. Gladstone’s home 

rule scheme is favorably commented on by 

all the papers in this city this morning. 

The Sun says: ‘‘No more conclusive answer 
could be given to the charge that Mr. Glad- 
stone is a theorist and policy-monger, but no 
statesman, than his refusal in this crisis to 
accept any of the nostrums of the constitu- 
tion tinkers or to diverge from the broad lines 
of political relationship which, up to the act 
of Union, had remained in principle un- 
broken, though long defaced and overlaid by 
England’s usurpation of a veto in Irish legis- 
lation. Grattan always contended that these 
lines, if Poynings’ act were brushed aside and 
the Dublin Parliament itself were reconstruct- 
ed on a basis of religious equality and a lib- 
eralized franchise, would be found the right 
foundations on which to build an Irish nation, 
self-governing and yet observant of its duties 


to the British Empire. Such was his firm faith 
and, as his countrymen believe, such would 
have been the fact had not the emancipated 
Parliament been prematurely swept away. It 
is Mr. Gladstone’s conviction, as he told the 
House of Commons yesterday, that for all the 
ear bay and crime ofthe present century in 
Ireland the act of Union is primarily responsi- 
ble and, therefore he asks the British people, 
by repealing that bad law, to restore to Ire- 
land the instrument of self-amelioration, | 
which was forged by Irish hands. 

„There is another feature of the bill which 
‘will provoke a good deal of discussion. We 
refer to the curious institution (copied ap- 
parently from the Norwegian Storthing) of 
two orders which are tosit and vote for the 
most part in one chamber, but of which one is 
to possess a power of transient veto on the 
action of the other. The object of this pro- 
vision plainly was to afford a pretext 
for the ejection of the representation 
Irish peers from St. Stephens, and to console 
them with life seats in a kind of senate which 
should seem a partial restitution of the old 
Irish House of rds. But this element of 
Grattan’s Parliament is an anachronism, and 
would not long survive the English upper 
house, which is itself in undisguised decrep- 
itude. It must, indeed, be understood that 
Mr. Gladstone is giving, not all he would, but 
all he can. If in this first draft he did not 
take every precaution to disarm resistance 
and distrust, his bill would never get as far as 
the committee stage. But whatever trans-

MR. GLADSTONE stated a pertinent and 
important fact when he said that Scot- 
land as well as England makes her own 
laws, while Ireland’s laws are made for 
her by alien hands, and that this accounts 
for the greater discontent and resistance 
to the laws in Ireland. England’s major- 
ity over all in the Imperial Parliament 
enables her to make laws for ‘herself 
and for Ireland too. Sootland tur- 
nished the kings that ruled England 
for generations, and Scottish law as it 
stood before the union has remained un- 

except as it has been changed 
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Legislation for Scotland has been by com- 
mon consent and custom left to her own 
members of the Imperial Parliament as 
fully as if they were the old Scottish Par- 
liament that sat at Edinburg before the 
Act of Union. 


FREE COINAGE REJECTED. 

The House has very clearly defined its 
position on silver coinage by the voting on 
Mr. Braxp's free coinage bill Thursday. 
The yeas and nays were first called on an 
amendment offered by Dmnrx of South 
Carolina providing that the law directing 
the coinage of a certain quantity of silver 
dollars every month shall be suspended 
from and after July 1, 1889, until further 
action by Congress, unless in the mean- 
time silver shall have been remonetized by 
the concurrent action of European nations 
with the United States. This amendment 
was rejected by 201 nays to 84 yeas, the 
Missouri members, Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats, all voting with the majority. On 
ordering the third reading of the bill it- 
self, it was killed by 163 nays to 126 yeas, 
Mr. GLOVER alone of the Missouri mem- 
bers voting against free coinage, all the 
rest, including Republicans Wap and 
WARNER, voting for free coinage, except 
Mr. Horror, who was absent. 

The silver question is thus disposed of as 
farasany change of the existing law by 
the present Congress isconcerned. There 
is an overwhelming majority against any 
suspension, no matter how remote and 
conditional, which will leavea subsequent 
resumption dependent on executive ap- 
proval. There is asmaller but sufficiently 
large majority against substituting the 
silver dollar standard for the gold 
dollar standard by authorizing the 
free coinage of the silver dollar. Such 
a measure would simply send all 
our gold coin to the melting-pot and 
give us silver monometallism until 
we could reach a bimetallic standard 
again by authorizing gold coins reduced in 
weight to equivalence of bullion value 
with our silver coins. 

The action of the House is at leastan 
assurance that the existing standard is to 
be maintained, and that business calcula- 
tions and investments need not be dis- 
turbed by any further uncertainty on 
that account during the present admin- 
istration.

Even if Mr. GLADSTONE should carry his 
scheme through the House of Commons 
by a considerable majority, years may 
elapse before the opposition in the House 
of Lords will yield or can be overcome.

It will, however, present the 
Irish question in a stronger and better 
shape for Imperial and popular adjudica- 
tion, and that the ultimate result will 
be home rule for Ireland we have 
no doubt. <As its enactment will ex- 
clude the Irish members froni the 
Imperial Parliament, its English oppo- 
nents should remember that they will 
thereby increase their own power over 
Imperial affairs, and that so much power 
of legislation as they still retain over 
Ireland will be exercised without 
hindrance from Irish members. Any 
amendments in the organic act rendered 
necessary hereafter by the practical 
working of the, Anme will have to be 
made by thegfarliament at Westminster, 
in which the will be no Irish representa- 
tives, and eu the question ot repealing

TRACTS A LARGE ASSEMBLAGE.

Interesting Scenes at the Cotton Compress 
Company's Warehouse— The Conditions of 
Awards—The Judges and Entries— Exhibi- 
tion of Wools To-Night—The Final Session 
of the Convention To-Morrow. 


At the adjourned meeting of the State Wool- 
growers’ Association held at the Planters’ 
House last night, resolutions were adopted 
demanding from the State Legislature laws 
for the protection of flocks from dogs and 
from contagious diseases; indorsing the tariff 
bill of 1867, and tendering to the merchants of 
St. Louis, thanks for the entertainment given 
during the conyention. Resolutions appeal- 
ing to the wool-growers to organize solidly, 
and calling on Congress to establish an in- 
dustrial bureau were also adopted.

The committee appointed to select a place to 
hold the next annual meeting was given until 
January next to make selection. 


The National Shearing. 

The most attractive spotin the city to-day 
was the. warehouse of the Cotton Compress. 
Company at Main and Rutger streets, where the 
National shearing of the wool-growers took 


lace. At 9 o’clock, the hour fixed 
or the shearing to commence, there was 


who were inspecting the sheep and the ar- 
rangements for shearing with deep interest. 
All arrangements had been made to a nicety 
for the event. The sheep were inclosed in 
comfortable pens, ranged on one side of the 
warehouse, and were furnished with straw for 
beds and with plenty of hay and oats for food. 
There were some magnificent specimens of 
sheep of differentages and kinds and with 
splendid fleeces. The cotswold,. southdown 
and merino varieties were well represented 
and the sheepmen all agreed that the contest 
would be a spirited one and would be 
close.

THE SHEARING. — 

At 10:30 all the judges had arrived and the 
first sheep, a ewe, 8 to U. P. Bennett 
& Son of Lee’s Summit, Mo., was brought out 
on the southern platform by a shearer,and the 
work of shearing began. Within a few minutes 
afterwards every platform was occupied by 
an expert shearer engaged in  strip- 
ping a ram or ewe to lively 
music by N Knights Templar band. 
Thework was Watched with deep interest by 
the spectators and the shearers tried them- 
selves and did quick, good work. The first 
sheep trotted back to its pen witha clean 
skin shortly before 11 o’clock. The sheep were 
carefully weighed by the judges before the 
shearing commenced. There were about 
twenty shearers either furnished by 
Corresponding Secretary Child or {brought to 
the city by wool-growers who had entries and 
who wanted their own shearers. Theshear- 
ing continued all day with a brief intermission 
for dinner and it was late in the afternoon 
when the last fleece had been taken off. 

The report of the judges with the award of 
premiums will be given in convention to-mor- 
row morning at the Cotton Exchange. To- 
night at the Planters’ House Prof. G. W. San- 
born of the Agricultural Department of the 
State University will exhibit and explain the 
different classes of wool under felectric light. 

The Committee on Resolutions will meet at 
the Planters’ House to-night in the ladies’ 
ordinary to make up its report, and the final 
session of the convention will be held to-mor- 
row at the Cotton Exchange. In addition to 
reports and regular business there will be ad-

HINTS TO HOUSEWIVES. 


Timely Suggestions: for the House-Cleaning 
Season. 

Mortar and paint may be removed from 
window glass with hot, sharp vinegar. ” 
Grained woods should be washed with cold 
tea, ana then, after being wiped dry, rub with 
linseed oil. 

Remove flower-pot stains from window sills 
by rubbing with fine wood ashes and rinse 
with clean water. 


Strong brine may be used to advantage in 
washing bedsteads. Hot alum water is also 
good for this purpose. 8 

Drain pipes and all places that are sour or 
impure may be cleansed with lime-water or 
carbolic acid or chioride of lime. 

Cayenne pepper blown into the cracks where 
ants coagregate will drive them away. The 
same remedy is also good for mice. 

Hellebore sprinkled on the floor at night de- 
stroys cockroaches. They eat it and are pol- 
soned. It should be swept up each morning. 


Plush goods and all articles dyed with aniline 

colors, ed from exposure to light, will look 

os bright as ever after sponging with chloro- 
orm. 


If the wall about the stove has been smoked 
by the stove, cover the black patches with 
gum-sheliac and they will not strike through 
either paint or caleimme. 


Carpets should be thoroughly beaten on the 
wrong side first and then on the right side, 
after which spots may be removed by the use 
of ox-gali or ammonia and water, 


Whole cloves are now used to exterminate 
the merciless and industrious moth. It is said 
they are more effectual as a destroying agent 
thin either tobacco, camphor or cedar sbay- 
ings. 

A good moth-powder is made of lupuline 
(ground hops) 1 dram; Scotch snuff, 2 ounces; 
camphor gum; I ounce: black pepper, i ounce; 
cedar sawdust, 4 ounces. Mix thoroughly and 
strew among the furs and woollens to be pro- 
tected. 

To remove wine, fruit or iron stains from 
linen wet the spot with a solution of hypo- 
sulphite of sodaand scatter some puiverised 
tartaric acid upon it; then wash out as usual. 
Strong vinegar can be subsituted for the tar. 
taric acid. 

Furniture needs cleaning as much as other 
woodwork. It :may be washed with warm 
soapsuds guickly, wiped dry, and then rubbed 
witn an oily cloth. To polish rub it with rotten- 
stone and sweet oil. Clean off the oll and 
polish with chamois-skin. 


When hard-finished walls have been cal- 
cimined the soiled coats shouldme washed or 
scraped off before a newoneis put on. This ig 
the most disagreeable part of the process. The 
furniture should be covered, asthe lime makes 

ots that are removed with difficulty, especi- 
ally upon black walnut. 


Two ounces of soda dissolved in a quart of 
hot water will make a ready and useful solu- 
tion for cleaning old painted work preparatory 
to repairing. This mixture, in the above pro- 
portion, should be applied when warm and the 
woodwork afterward washed with water to re- 
move all traces of soda. 


To cleanse spots from broadcloth or woo 

goods take haif an ounce each of Rede — 
alcohol, and sulphuric ether, two ounces of 
agua ammonia, if an ounce of powdered 
castile soap, and add water enough to make 
one quart of the mixture. ‘Use with brush or 
sponge and rinse with pure water. 


To clean marble the following is recom- 
mended: Common soda, two — 2 — 
dered pumice-stone and finely powdered 
chalk, one pound each. Pass through a fine 
sieve and mix to a thin te with water. Rub 
it well all over the marble and the stains will 
be removed; then wash the marble over with 
wo ng water and it will be as clean as it was

Mrs. Masden, who resided 
next door to Union M. N Church, 
opposite tho Breckenridge residence, 
had spoken to Mrs. Breckenridge she sai‘ 
* matters that were going on at the 
Breckenridge residence during the absence 
of Mrs. Breckenridge. The witness asked 
Mrs. Breckenridge if he should investigate 
those matters and call upon Mrs. Masden. 
Mrs. Beeckenridge replied that Mrs. 
Masden was in ill-health and she 
did not wish to have her bothered about her 
family affairs. The witness brought upthe 
name of Dr. Hughes, and Mrs. Brecken- 
ridge said that she could not feel 
kindly towards Dr. Hughes, for she felt that 
he had not treated her properly; that he 
was instrumental in removing her to 
the asylum at Batavia, and used 
force and violence on that occasion. She ad- 
mitted having said that Dr. Hughes was 
in one sense responsible for the 
death of her daughter Julla; that 
his treatment was at fault.

The Noland Divorce Case. 

Judge Thayer’s Court-room was again 
crowded this morning with ladies and it. wa: 
fully expected that the Noland * 
divorce case would be reached for trial. When 
the Judge took his seat he made the following 
announcement in the case: 


The amended bill differs from the original 
— in charging Mrs. Noland with certain 
ndignities alleged to have been offered 
to Mr. Noland since the commencement 
ofthe suit. These indignities consist of al- 
leged false charges of infidelity contained in 
Mrs. Noland’ original and amended 
cross-bill. The general rule of practice 
in this State, although not authoritative, con- 
fines the plaintiff to those grounds of divorce 
which exist when the action is commenced 
and confines the defendant to those grounts 
which exist when the cross-bill is filed. 
If causes of divorce exist when the original 

etition is filed, which are not stated 
herein, they may subsequently be included 
in an amended bill. But causes arising 
subsequently should be excluded so as to con- 
fine the issue toa determination ofthe rights 
of the parties as they existed at the comurmnce- 
ment of the proceeding. 

In this case the Court might well base its re- 
fusal to permit the amendmentonthe ground 
that it comes too late. The alleged indicnities 
were offered as early as January 
27, 1886, when the first cross-bill was filed, 
while the amended petition was not tendered 
until after the parties had announced them- 
selves ready for trial.

In all prob- 
ability Cline’s wife has deserted him to live 
with another man, and he, broken-hearted, 
having been forsaken by the woman, sees 
nothing in life to live for and wishes to com- 
mit suicide. The letter would indicate that 
Cline is aforeigner; at all events, he is not 
wellacquainted with the English language. 
The letter is written in a tremulous, indistinct 
hand, and is not exactly clear at certain 
points, It reads as follows:

A WILD BOAR HUNT IN A NEW JERSEY 
BASE BALL PARK. 


The Royal Sport Enjoyed by Hobokenites— 
How a Fat Mayor Climbed Over a Fence— 
Sharp-Shooters Have a Lively Time. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCE. 
NEw Yorx, April 9.—Never did a more 


amusing or exciting affair take place in New 
Jersey than the great boar hunt which came 
off at the Elysian Fiela at Hoboken yesterday 
afternoon. The German steamship Eider last 
week brought over from Germany two wild 
boars, which had been captured in the Hartz 
Mountains by agents of Charles Reiche, the 
collector of wild animals. These agents scour 
the Black Forest and other wild places at all 
seasons ot the year in search of wiid animals 
which are sold to circus proprietors and mu- 
seums. When the boars arrived they were 
presented by Mr. Reiche toCharles Kaegebahn, 
No. 814 Washington street, Hoboken. He 
locked them up in a strong pen in his rear 
yard, and left his great boar hound to guard 
them, Finally, some of his friends sug- 
gested that a grand wild boar hunt be 
given at the Elyiean Fields. The suggestion 
met with favor and the hunt was fixed for yes- 
terday evening. Invitations were issued to a 
number of persons, but many more people 
came than had béen asked. They swarmed 
over the fences of the base-ball grounds, 
where the hunt took place, and crowded 
through the gates, despite the precautions of 
the keepers. Among those who came were 
nearly all the city officiala of Hoboken, many 
of those of Jersey Oity, besides hundreds of 
prominent citizens and hoodlums and street 
gamins. The bar did a thriving trade. The 
animals, and ferocious looking creatures they 
appeared, were confined in a pen built 
against the east fence of the ball 
ground. Nearly every one went and 


had a look at them. They snarled and snapped 
at every one whoapproached. The sharp- 
shooters who had been selected to kill the 
brutes were Henry A. Golde, R. Werfelman, 
W. Hollister Wall and George Brown. Onl 

the two latter appeared. W. Hollister Wallis 
the editor of a Hoboken weekly paper, and 
his father is a clergyman. He learned to 
handle the rifle early in lifeand isan expert 
shot. 5 Brown is a colored man and is 
in the emp * of Mr. Reiche. He, too, is a 
crack shot. here was a quiet, unostentatious 
little fellow present who went about saying 
nothing. He was George F. McAnerny, the 
Olerk of the Board of Finance of Jersey City, 
who is also President of the Hudson County So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
He said he would not interfere in the sport 
unless the animals were being unnecessarily 
lil treated or tortured.

A FORSAKEN WOMAN’S SIN. 


Mrs. Whitcomb of St. Paul, Minn., Attempts 
Suicide at Monte Carlo. 

St. Patt, Minn., April 9.—Mrs. Whitcomb, 
divorced wife ot O. FP. Whitcomb, formerly 
State Auditor of Minnesota, attempted to 
commit suicide at Monte Carlo on account of 
losses at the tables Her maiden name was 
Jennie Smith, and she was born in Beaver 


County, Pa. She received an exceilent 
education, and in 1865 became a 
school teacher in Rochester, Minn. She 
was married in 1869 to Mr. Whitcomb 


then a farmer of considerable means and a 
childiess widower. After some years the con- 
tinued failure in the arrival of children caused 
Whitcomb to grow to dislike his wife, and in 
1876 she was notified by his attorney that he 
could not live with her longer. An agreement 
was drawn up in which they consented to 
separate. She was to have $125 per month for 
her maintenance. Immediately after signing 
this agreement she went to Europe, and re- 
sided most of the time at Monte Carlo. She be. 
came a professional guide for tourists, wrote 
a guide k of Euro travel and gambled 
with the proceeds. In 1890 she tnsisted on a 
divorce, which was secured, and $5,000 alimony 
ranted her. Her hus soon afterward 
nherited some money, and went to Denver, 
where he made investments in mines. Little 
has been h of Mra.

THE M’CULLOUGH MONUMENT. 


Capt. Conner, the Dead Actor’s Friend, Pays 
A Him a Glowing Tribute. 

Capt. Wm. E. Conner and his wife, who 
spent sevcral weeks at Hot Springs, arrived in 
St. Louis yesterday en route to their home in 
New York and will leave to-night, Capt. Con- 
ner was John McCullough’s manager for 
years and his closest friend, and he spoke toa 
POSsT- DISPATCH reporter in regard to the Mo- 
Cullough monument scheme, a bitter attack 
upon which was made recently by William 
Bunn, in the Philadelphia Weekly Transcript, 
which Bunn publishes. 

The first thought of erecting a monument 
to the memory of John McCullough, the 
actor,’’ said Capt. Conner, originated here in 
St. Louis. Mr. McCullough was a member of 
the St. Louis Lodge of Elks, the only benevo- 


lent order he was ever associated with in the 
United States or in any other country. After 
his death a meeting was called, at which reso- 
lutions were adopted tendering tothe family 
a place of burial in Bellefontaine Cemetery, 
in the lodge’s private grounds; a committee, 
consisting of William H. Thompson of the 
Boatman’s Bank, Henry W. Moore of the Post- 
DISPATCH, and niyeel?, belag selected. Iwas 
in New York at the time. The gentlemen 
named communicated the wishes of the club 
to me, and I, of course, conveyed the same 
to Mr. William F. Johnson, attorney for 
the estate. After consulting with the 
Mrs. McOullough expressed 4 
that he should be buried 
at Philadelphia, the place where he spent his 
boyhood days. Mr. Florence, the actor, and 
afew others of McCullough’s friends, sug- 
gested the idea that there was no reason in the 
world why a monument should not be erected 
by his personal friends. Mr. Johnson came 
over to New York to see me and we had a con- 
sultation with John W. Mackay and one or 
two others, and my understanding was that 
there should not be any appeals for assistance 
made to the penne nor any benefits asked for 
the movement. It was to be en- 
14 character: Mr. Johnson 
assured us that in Philadelphia he could raise 
a certain amount of money and we decided to 
erect the monument there in the cemetery 
named. He was confident that he 
could raise the amount that he 
romised, and w agreed to give 
„500 in support of it. It was then thought of 
erecting a monument at a cost of $20,000. Sub- 
sequent to this circulars were gotten out and 
simply sent tothe actors and theatrical man-

hile he did not mention my name, of course 
in attacking Mr. Johnson he reflected on me.

True; I know that Mr. Bunn, like 
thousands of others who have met and broken 
bread at the generous board, had many pleas- 
ant hours together, but 1 must say that 
is unjust and says

jactor. Whatever his personal feelings 
may be, I knownot. There is one thing that 
Ido know, that while poor McCullough was 
wandering about the country with reason de- 
throned, those who claimed to be his best 
friends avoided himas they would a plague 
spot. There were but four men besides my- 
seif in the whole country who took any inter- 
estin the man,or watched over him as he 
went from city to city. Those men I can 
name—Win. H. Thompson of your city, John 
B. Carson of Chicago, III., . J. Florence, 
the actor, and John W. Mackey of California. 
Foratime tue poor fellow in his demented 
condition turned against me because he 
thoughtI was his enemy. Finally, he got so 
bad that there was nota house m New York 
that would give the 
laces where he 
ome, and I 
guardian. Heremained at Bloomingdale for 
months and not one ot those would-be-claim- 
ers of friendship now ever came to see him. 
Mr. Carucross of minstrel notoriety in Phila- 
delphia gotup at the meeting called by Mr. 
Johnson and made a speech, stating that be of 
course was opposed to aiding the project ofa 
monument to the memory of McCullough, be- 
cause such actors as Forrest and Davenport 
were not so remembered. Now what other 
actor ever reached the hearts of the people 
like McCullough? Why, he did more for char- 
ity during the time that I was with him than 
Forrest, Davenport and all the actors of our 
time did in their lives, and without ostenta- 
tion. Never was there an actor or 
actress denied a helping hand by him, 
even though at the time he may 
have been in distress himself. There 
never was a charity for which he was ever ap- 
pealed toto which he did not —1— iu a 
most hearty manner. His hand and heart was 
always open to the sufferer. I would like to 
know what objection there is to erecting a 
monument to the memory of an actor and the 
profession he represents, and whether there is 
any profession in the wide world taken care of 
in the way of monumental representation? If 
actors never have done it, it is about time 
they should commence. No matter what OCarn- 
cross may say, or anybody else, McCullough 
will have a monument erected to his memory, 
and that too withouta calling 1 the public 
in any way for assistance.

LEVEE AND MORGAN.

Two of the Foz Men Come Over and Make 
One Change in the Present Administration 
~The Mayor Looks Into the Kledus-Camp- 
bell Matter, and the Commissioner Throws 
Down the Mitten —Delegate Monahan in 
Big Luck—Municipal Notes, News and 
Gossip.

A Jury Selected to Try Thomas M. Ward 
and Chas. Williams. 

A jury is being empaneled in the Criminal 
Court to-day in the case of Thomas M. Ward 
and Charles Williams, charged withthe mur- 
der of Henry Moran.

DECLARED GUILTY. 


Three Ministers of the M. E. Church Ex- 
pelled by the New York Conference. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

New York, April 9.—Judged by his associ- 
ates in the New York Conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, the Rev. Robert F. 
White of White Plains is guilty of the charge 
that he has lately been fighting in the courts 
and elsewhere. The penalty attaching to this 
verdict is expulsion from the ministry and 
from church membership. That is what he 
must suffer unless relieved by the General 
Oonference, to which he will appeal. 
His case was sent to a committee 
of fifteen members, a chairman, 11 
secretary and a judge, at the opening of the 
conference. Similar reference was made of 
the cases of the Rev. Messrs. W. R. Goss and 
C. H. Travis, who both appeared in the White 
scandal. The three committees Kept apart 
during the deliberations, so that the decision 
of one could not be influenced by anything oc- 
curring in one of the others. ut ior the so- 
licitude of their committees to omit nothing to 
make their investigations complete, the 
conference would have adjourned on 
Wednesday. lt was prolonged until 
yesterday on the promise that the reports 
would be ready last night. More than two 
hours of the evening session had passed, and 
the usual hour for adjournment had nearly 
arrived when the committees filed into St. 
John’s Church. The Rev. Dr. Chadwick, 
chairman of the White committee, passed to 
the minister's study and Bishop Hurst left the 
chair and followed. When they came out the 
Bishop was flushed, and Dr. Chadwick rubbed 
“his forehead and eyes with a handkerchief. 
It was perfectly quiet, and the Bishop’s slow 
voice could be heard all over the galleries 
when he asked if the committees were ready. 
Dr. Chadwick explained how careful the 
committees had been to get only at the 
truth. Then he handed in the decision, 
which the secretary read amid perfect still- 
ness. After reciting by numbers the specifica- 
tions upon which the committee found him 
guilty, the report said: And your commit- 
tee do further charge that the specifications 
sustain the first charge, namely, immoral 
conduct; and also the specifications under 
charge two, namely, imprudent conduct, sus- 
tains thatcharge. In view of the above find- 
ings, Robert F. White is, according to the law 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, expelled 
from the ministry and membership of said 
church.“ 

Tue action of the committee, said Bishop 
Hurst, ‘‘is final, and the conference has 
nothing to do but to receive the report.’’ 

This warning was needless, for no one tried 
to gay a word. Upon a call for the report of 
the Goss committee the Rev. J. F. Hermance 
made an explanation that virtually repeated 
Dr. Chadwick’s. The committee’s opinion 
was that Mr. Goss was guilty of conspiracy in 
concealing what he knewto be a crime and 
villainy, thus becoming particeps criminis. 
This decision carried with it expulsion. Upon 
its announcement the Rev. Dr. W. H. Ferris, 
counsel for Mr. Goss, gave notice of appeal. 

Chairman Wheatley reported the Rev. C. H. 
Travis guilty of unminis terial conduct and de- 
famation of character, and decided that he 
suffer cxpulsion from the ministry for one 

ear. In the prayer following the reports the 

tev. Dr. Tiffany asked that the men adjudged 

guilty might be restored and consccrated 
again, realizing the joys of pardon. After this 
the Rev. Dr. Harrower gave notice of an ap- 
peal in Mr. White’s behalf.

A RICH BREWER’S WIFE TRACKED ON A 
: LIVELY LARK. 


Mrs. Minnie Clausen and Mr. Startevant Go 
on a Spree—An Indignant Husband In- 
vokes the Aid of the Police—Husband and 
Wife Make Up Over Several Bottles of 
Champagne.
